Lbis impossible notto respect the footing which 
Jonds onr contemporary to. express himsalf thus 
strongly, but-pa iting tho national conscience and: 
tho financial interest which is supposed to drape 
it on one side altogothor, how: aro wo to account 
for the consoience and: reason of individnnl men, 
who ore, inno woy.finoncially interested inthe 
question, being unable to sympathise with those 
strong expressions as to the charactor of tho 
apium rovenue. Tho moro fully the matter is 
anderstood and its history, the slowor wo think

| which issogmmonly applied by ths religions worl 
thereto, It may certainly, we think, be affirmed.

and official alike, said another. The Chinese law 
prohibited tho import of tho drug, while the Chi- 
nose people were willing to pay any price and 
oneounter any risk to obtain it: Tf wo contend 
that in these cireumstancas, it was-the duty : of, 
the Government of India to, como to the assist- 
canco of the Chinese Government, and to nse its 
own: nioterial strongth to enforce 4 oustoms’ law 
that the Chinese could not-themeslvos. enforces, 
and did not wish to enforce, we open up.a very 
diffioult and intricate problam of international. 
relations. : We may abhor the opium trade, the 
trade in spirits; ond many. professions that we 
doom vicious and doprading; but tho giving. ox- 
rousion, by law to individual conosptions of what.
